L. At ca. 1500 hours on 8 May 1970 1 was called on the 
telephone by^ ^ J / formerly of the F"reach‘dea k (at that 

time the WE Divlsloa)* I was out at the time and a message was 
left for me to return the call at his home phone. Upon return ca. 
1600 hours I called him and told him that I was surprised to hear 
from hlrh. I had not seen hlnn for iqulte some, time and therefore 
thought that he had been overseas and had just returned. He told 
me that he had not been* overseas 

Jf V He also, said that he is still aa Agency 



employee and that the next time he comes to headquarters he 
will visit me and provide details. " . 

2. The reason for his call was to ask me to telephon e tZ 
j /'fo rmerl y an Agency employee who had been assigned to 

the“CI~Staf£~ C3',gave me L- -3 home phone number and 

explained that L ^ wanted to talk with me, but had misplaced 
my extension number. I asked ij/ 'X "3' was doing and 

whether he was In good health. He replied that everything was fine 
with ^ 

3. I then telephoned .11^ 'lU, who sounded quite ZH 

lucid (I bad had occasion to talk to him on the telephone and In person 
In the past when he. sounded quite differently). . After chatting briefly 
concerning generalities, L J explained that he wanted to 
reach me in order to ask me something concerning Otto von BOLSCKWING, 
a former agent of C ^ ^ 



4. At this point an explanatory note concerning von BOESCHWINC 
would be In order. IL first came Into contact with von 
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BOLSCHWING In Auatrla shortly after the cad of World War II. 

He used him as an agent for quite some time and eventually von 
BOLSCHWING Immigrated to the U. S. and settled In East (or 
West) Orange, N.J. , where he worked for RCA. He c^tlnued 
to maintain social contact with ^ HT. When Adol/xiCHMANN» 
the Iniamoua S3 war criminal, was seized by the Israelis. I 
conducted a search for captured German documents that contained 
Information about EICHMANN. I was able to locate numerous 
records some of which clearly showed that von BOLSCHWING had 
been a member of the SS In the early days of the Hitler regime and 
that at that time* he had served la the same unit as EICHMANN^ At 
the same time that I was amassing the documents containing this, 
information, von BOLSCHWING contacted “^ '(Ibclleve he 

wrote him a tetter and asked him to come and visit blm) and told 
him that be was afraid for bis life, in light of what had happened 
to EICHMANN. Then ^ ’ came and told me about hla former 

agent's fears and I showed him the luformation which I had been 
able to find. was very surprised, said neither be nor 

others who had worked with von BOLSCHWING had known about his 
connection with the RSHA and expressed the belief that we would not 
have used him at that time had we Known about It. As the public ex* 
citement of the EICHMANN case mounted, von BOLSCHWING re- 
mained in contact with C- but he never admitted the true 

facta of the case, although he Indicated that he had had some very 
minor coonectlbn which was grossly exaggerated after the war. He 
feared that because of these disproportionate exaggerations something 
untoward might also happen to him. Throughout the weeks of the 
EICHMANN crisla. ^ ^ tried to keep Mm from panicking and 

eventually the entire matter faded Into the background and I heard no 
more about It, . 

5. H I3*.s reason for wanting to contact me on 8 May 1970 
concerned von BOLSCHWING, wLo, XL JiTf explained, now lives la 
CamornU and Is an officer of a commercial firm which has obtained 
a classified defense contract. For this reason an Investigation of von 
BOLSCHWING is to be conducted and ZT wanted to knov whether 

i thought that von BOLSCHWING's previous Nazi background would have 
an adverse effect upon his being cleared. Although . ^..skirted 

around the direct point for awhile, there was no doubt that what he 
wanted from me was either an assurance that there would be no adverse 
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effect or - he Implied > action to laaure such result, 
also offered to call DC /Cl (he used a '■ name - I do 

not know whether he knows o[ -sj'm relatively^ recent 
promotion) If It was necessary as backing to help me answer his 
questions. 

6. 1 told ^ that I have nothing to do with such 

matters^ that I presume that the request will arrive in routine 
fashion and that eome analyst or other will work on it and will 
have to evaluate the information in the record agalnat the details 
in the request for clearance. 1 also said that I could not second 
guess an analyst and would have no Idea bow such Information 
would effect a eaae at this time. ^ p indicated that he wantdd 
to tell von BOLSCK^TWC what the chances for a clearance are and 
said l^t he would be going to the. West Coast during the following 
week ( 11>15 May 1970)> 1 f^ft no doubt la his mind that I could 

not help him In this matter. 

7 . The entire conversation was very friendly In tone (we ' 

had always been on very friendly terms la the past) and ' ^ 

promised to contact me socially In the future. He received no 
Information or committments from me and 1 did not indicate explicitly 
jhat I knew his request to be most Improper. 
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
